There is nothing SARA PICHELLI can’t do better than just about anyone else. Big action? 
Check. Epic scope? Check. Dynamic hero shots? Check. But the acting that she coaxes out 
of the characters she draws is so perfect; with a range from subtlety to wildly expressive 
that no one else matches. And her characters always feel so authentic. From her runs on 
ULTIMATE SPIDER-MAN to SPIDER-MEN to GUARDIANS OF THE GALAXY (all with Brian) 
to RUNAWAYS and X-MEN: PIXIE STRIKES BACK back in the day, Sara has become a 
superstar faster than just about any artist I've ever seen. 


‘And then there's the best colorist in the business, JUSTIN PONSOR. Apologies to all the 
other colorists | work with, but Justin’s thoughtfulness, storytelling and range are just 
stunning. Pair that with his painterly rendering and you've got an editor in awe. ist Mis 
Credits, but we'd run out of space.

Anyway, | can’t end this without a shout out to Editors Mark Paniccia and Sana Amanat 
who kicked off Miles’ story with Brian, Sara and Justin back in the day. They are a huge 
part of Miles’ legacy that can’t be understated.
